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Organize to effect reforms, 
Kingsbury advises students

Donald Kingsbury of tha Mathematics department yes- 
terday urged students to organize themselves and give their 
leaders strong support If they wish to see educational re- 
forms instituted at McGill. 

Kinssbury, whose articles on educational reform In NOW 
were the beginning of a continuing debate, told a Hillcl audience 
that "If you're not organized, you're not effective; nobody listens 
to you, nobody worries about you." 

Effective student action would include such "peripheral 
things as getting McGlil into UGEQ." -. 

Nearly all radical ideas come from industry rather than (he 
universities, Kingsbury said. At McGlll, "most Innovations die In 
the Senate or at the department head level." 

He praised the Educational Procedures Committee, which has 
"come up with some good suggestions," but criticized the system 
which had such suggestions go to the Senate instead of to special- 
ists in learning theory. 

Kingsbury said that a formal department of teaching, research 
and development Is necessary to give university teachers expert 
assistance in educational problems. "If you don't Icnow how to 
teach, It doesn't matter what you teach," he added. 

He said that McGill, unlike industry, was not interested In ef- 
ficiency or competence. "All that McGIIl requires of you is 55 or 
60 per cent. In industry, if you're not competent, (he job doesn't 
get done. Industry wants 100 per cent." 

Most professors, he said, are at least covertly, opposed to edu-' 
cational reform, and students, who are the guinea pigs of educa- 
tion, are far too passive : 

"Don't just accept the Dean of Students the Administration 
is appointing. Hire your own." 

Comparing student activism at McGill to the situation at Ber- 
keley, he said the the latter had arisen as a reaction to the back-

Levesque demands recognition 
of French-Canadian rights

English Canadian businessmen who oparate in Quebec on a unilingual basis should 
"gel out of their Rhodeslan frame of mind before It is loo late". 



This was the advice of Family 
and Social Welfare Minister René 
Levesque, who spoke to an open 
meeting of the Liberal Club yes- 
terday at noon. 

Levesque said he was in favour 
of preserving the two official 
languages of the province but 
French should be regarded as 
the "language with the priority." 

By (his, he said, he doe's .not 



mean uniiingualism, "the nar- 
row, uncivilized, collectively stu- 
pid policy as set up In the other 
provinces." 

However, the English Cana- 
dians who have until now domin- 
ated the economic life of the 
province must learn to respect 
the language of "almost 80% of 
the people." 

"Our ultimate aim is to take

Minister boosts future policies 

Qoebec's new Minister of Family and Social Welfare, René Lévesque, yesterday described 
tuture welfare policies as designed to "prevent social problems before they arise." 

Speaking before the McGill LI- they were not being used in this 



over the economic life of Quebec. 
We must go slowly because of 
such things as nervous money 
markets. Bu( we will use any le- 
gitimate means at our disposal 
and someday we shall succeed," 
he said. 

"It is unreasonable to think 
that any people will remain ser- 
vants in their own home once 
they have the means to take over 
their economy." 

This would be done, he said, 
through use of such things as the 
crown corporation and joint gov- 
ernment • private ownership 
schemes. 

When (his has been accom- 
plished, levesque warned Eng- 
lish unilingualists, "it would be 
very human to take into account 
what came before." 

Lévesque said the provincial 
government was totally within Its 
constitutional rights in opting out 
of federal programmes. 

"We are not asking, we are 
demanding our rights," he de- 
clared. 

This, he said, should not be re- 
garded as "a concession to Que- 
bec. We are opting out of fields 
where Ottawa has no business 
being. 

"One Dig Brother government 
may be wlial the other provinces 
want but that is not Quebec's 
idea of Confederation," he added. 

Levesque (hen , challenged the 
federal government (o handle its 
own areas more efficiently and 
"even have some foreign policy." 

Canadians must also respect 
others' rights and views. "I re- 
spect tlie principles of separatists. 
And if they get to be a majority 
In Quebec, then Quebec will se- 
parate." 

In answer to a question from 
the floor, Lévesque said he was 
still in favour of free education 
but that it would take time to 
institute.

Lévesque, who was introduced 
as the "sparkplug of the quiet 
revolution", was highly critical of 
present day social ffclfare. mea- 
sures, especially family . allow- 
ances. 

"We have always had passive 
social assistance.. It was like 
pumping water out of the ship 
while there was a hole in it. We 
want to plug the hole," he said. 

Lévesque felt that family al- 
lowances had great potential as a 
preventive measure but said that 



manner. 

"Ottawa has practically slept 
on family allowances for 20 years 
now. The Income redistribution 
effect has become almost non- 
existent," he said. 

The minister proposed cutting 
out allowances altogether for fam- 
ilies with only one child. IG and 
17-year-old allowances would be 
raised to $20 and this would be 
extended to IS-ycar-olds as' well. 
Large families would receive in- 
creased allowances. 

Other measures would have to 
be adapted to the needs of thé 
recipient and not his earning 
power. Lévesque charged that

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Dual Affiliation 



It is unfortunate that neither the "ra- 
tional" committee in opposition to our con- 
tinued membership in UGEQ nor the forces 
which rallied in support of the syndicate suc- 
ceeded in giving to the students an accurate 
picture of the organisation. The opposition 
to our membership seemed to feel that 
UGEQ was a radical union, and hence was 
not ideologically consistent with the views 
of the majority at McGill. Those in support of 
the Union claimed that this was not so, and 
that the question was simply one of good 
will towards the French. In fact, there is a 
certain validity in both arguments. It is true 
that the founding charter of UGEQ is a radi- 
cal document. It is also true that this charter 
has, at least in practice, largely been aban- 
doned, and that genlune radicalism is not de 
facto characteristic of UGEQ in 1966. There 
is, of course, validity in. the "hands across 
the wilderness" rationale advanced by the 
pro-UGEQ faction. However, this rationale 
is a vast oversimplification of the question 
which should, in fact, have been the crucial 
issue of the campaign. 
■ The question of McGill's withdrawal 
from the Canadian Union of Students was 
superficially, albeit frequently considered. 
Those who opposed our membership claimed 
that we .would be forced to withdraw im- 
mediately. The supporters of the Union ad- 
mitted the eventual possibility of our . with- 
drawal, but informed us that such a with- 
drawal was by no means certain. They 
further suggested that is was possible for 
McGill to negotiate some sort of compromise 
in this area, and that — in any case — we 
would hove a number of months to make 
up our minds. Although both statements are 
misleading, the first is. much closer to the 
truth. While our withdrawal f rom CUS would 
not be effective immediately, upion pur en- 
try into UGEQ, any suggestiorr that the 
question is in either the short or the long 
, run negotiable is simply false. Our with- 
drawal would be required with the next 
CUS congress. It would be impossible, from 
the day we entered UGEQ, for us to continue 
in good faith anything like normal relqtions 
with the Cdnddian Union of Students. . 

This editorial will attempt toïexplain why 
our position vis a vis CUS is not negotiable, 
and why in fact the very raison d'être of 
UGEQ renders it the, least negotiable condi- 
tion of our entry. While definitions can often 
be misleading, we must in this case consider 
UGEQ's understanding of itself. 

A Nat'mal Union . 

UGEQ considers itself a national union. 
However, while it has demonstrated a wil- 
lingness to admit to its ranks the students of 
English speaking universities within the pro- 
vince of Quebec, it has categorically refused 
admission to students outside of the Provin- 
. ce. Superficiolly, this, cary^^^ttributed to 



the fact that education is a provincial right, 
and that an organisation which deals with 
education must be provinclally based. How- 
ever, the correct explanation lies slightly 
beneath the surface. 

A large number of Canadians, indeed 
one major Canadian political party, unçjer- 
stands the concept of French "nationhood" to 
èncompass all French speaking communities, 
indeed French speaking citizens in every 
geographic division of Canada. On the other 
side, the English "nation" is said to consist 
of every English speaking Canadian. For the 
English, this is an immensely reassuring : 
point of view insofar as.it renders them a 
majority nation within a two-nation state. 
Until recently; the French Canadian has ac- 
quiesced in this interpretation of his own 
nationhood. Today, the situation is very dif- 
ferent, and this difference is characterised 
by. the rationale which causes UGEQ to si- 
multaneously consider itself a "National" 
union and admit English speaking universi- 
ties to its membership.. The nation of which 
UGEQ speaks is not the French Canadian 
"nation". It is the aspiring nation-state of 
Quebec. The English speaking community.^^ 
this Province is a part of the Quebec nation™ 
state, and hence must be admitted to any 
iinion which purports to be notional rather 
than simply ethnic or racial in character. 
There are, then, not two nations across Ca- 
nada, but two notional states, each consist- 
ing of two racial units. In the provinces out- 
side of Quebec, the English constitute the 
vast majority in a single English nation-state. 
In Quebéc, the French constitute a similar 
majority in a single French, nation-Mate. 
■ The Canadian Union^^^^s, in de- 
fining itself as a notional uriionTof|dliCana- 
dion students, clearly accepts the concept of 
the single bi-cultural notion-state. In so 
doing, it rejects any concept of French na- 
tionhood. Were UGEQ to allow McGill to 
continue its membership in CUS, it would im- 
plicitly admit that McGill is a port of a single 
pan-Canadian nation. UGEQ's acquiescence 
. to this status for McGill would in fact simply 
reaffirm the old position of the English as a 
majority in a single notion-state whicli in- 
cludes Quebec. 

By allowing our dual affiliation, then, 
UGEQ would automatically redefine itself 
as a students union within the context of the 
Canadian multi-cultural state. This being the 
cose, our membership in UGEQ would be- 
come rationally non-tenable, a sort of guest 
membership motivated purely by experience 
In a nationql-ethnic (or notional-cultural) 
syndicate. Since the Quebec intellectual by 
and large rejects this position, we cannot 
hope, noi^ ipdeed should we wish, to nego- 
ficite a- position contrary to it. 

Our dual affiliation would then be in- 
consistent no matter how UGEQ defines it- 
self, so long at least as it continues to think 
. of itself OS a notional urilÔni^îWere UGEQ 



to define Itself as a ilational ethnic as 
opposed to a nation statist union, we as En- > 
glish Quebecers would be clearly ineligible * 
for membership in it. It is then under these 
circumstances patently impossible for us to 
be a. member simultaneously of two unions 
vyhose understandings of the concept of Ca- 
nadian nationhood differ so radically, and 
whose understandings of this question ore 
in fact mutually exclusive. 

We do not, of course, suggest that Mc- 
Gill accept this rationale simply in the name 
of logic. Rather, we contend that the accep- 
tance, indeed the willing acceptance, of 
such a rationale is in the long run in the 
best interest of both Quebec communities. 
Even the least aware of English Quebecers 
must to a certain extent be conscious of 
French nationalism in his province. Were he 
to give the matter any consideration at all, 
he would be forced to recognise that this 
nationalism must ultimately bear some sort 
of fruit. While the nature of this fruit has not 
yet been determined, we can predict with 
absolute certainty that one of two varieties 
of nationalism will ultimately predominate. 
We shall either witness the emergence of a 
constructive Pan-Quebec nalionalism encom- 
passing both cultures or the emergence of an 
ethnically exclusive and highly discriminat- 
ory French nationalism directed largely 
against the English community centering in 
the province of Quebec. We con also be 
fairly certain that if the latter form is accept- 
ed, thé English Canadian will have almost 
no place in this Province. 

Some Conclusions 

Dual affiliation is demonstrably irratio- 
nal. It con do nothing to promote in the 
French community the emergence of the first 
and more constructive form of nationalism. 
Quite the contrary, it will succeed only in 
1^, intensifying the impression, on the port of 
the French, that we see our major interèsts 
lying firmly within the English Canadian na- 
tion, and only peripherally witliin the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, When French Canada de- 
termines whether we ore to have a future 
in the French Canadian Nation, they will be 
influenced to a very great extent by our at- 
titude toward that nation and our demons- 
trated willingness to accept a place in it. 

We have simply to look around us to 
witnessitKe; evolutionary process now re- 
forrning confederation into, a bi-stotist union. 
If we attempt to obstruct this trend, we can- 
not succeed in restoring the traditional equi- 
provinciol basis of confederation. We will 
simply succeed in shattering Canada al- 
together, for we will have assured that the 
leaders of the New Quebec will ultimately 
see their nation's future totally independent 
from the political union of Canada which re- 
fuses to recognise their entirely justified as- 
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Robert Shellon of the New York Times colis him "one 
of ihe great singers of world folk music" ond a "tradition- 
al performer of immense integrity".

the most people" is difficult to 
achieve. 

Dr. Bryant said that many of 
the medical gifts offered by fo- 
reign countries are useless. Ke- 
nya, for example, was recently 
offered a cobalt radiation therapy 
unit but had to refuse it since . 
the upkeep of the donation was 
prohibitive. 

Dr. Bryant also outlined the 
general structure of the Ministry 
of Health in most of these dcvel* 
oping countries. The actual doc- 
tors are called .Medical Officers 
of Health." Although, they work ' 
from a base hospital, they usually 
have a large area to supervise, 
and are in charge of all the cli- 
nics in their areas. 

"A further problem is the chro- 
nic lack of professional medical 
praeticioners," he said. "In Mala- 
wi, there arc only fifty doctors, 
although two thousand people 
visit the clinics daily. Because of 
this shortage, most of the work 
is done by medical assistants who 
have less training but are more 
available." 

In answer to a question raised 
by Dr. II. RocI«e Robertson, Dr. 
Bryant staled emphatically that 
medical training programs in 
these areas, such as tho.sc' under- 
taken by McGill, are indeed use- 
ful. However, he pointed out, 
that medical knowledge cannot 
be merely transplanted, but must 
be adapted to suit local condi- 
tions.
